Summary of reasons for decision: 

The blu-ray disc contains a comedy Western feature previously classified R16 with the note 
‘Contains violence, sexual references, offensive language and dmg use’. The decision was 
registered on 22nd May 2014 (OFLC Ref. 1400399). 

In addition to the theatrical release, there is an extended version of the film with approximately 
twenty minutes of extra footage. Further additions are three behind the scenes featurettes, some 
alternate and deleted scenes, a gag reel and an audio commentary. However there is nothing in 
the new content which requires an alteration to either the classification or descriptive note given 
to the previously classified film.
